LEMONT CONSTABLES DRAG HELP- 
LESS COUPLE TO JAIL. 


Timid Woman Brought Handcuffed 
Together to Be Locked Up Awaiting 
Trial on Charge of Cruelty to Adopt- | 
ed Child — Prisoners Blame Neigh- 
bors’ Spite on Account of Church 
Differences. 


Handcuffed together and in charge of two 
burly guards, a little woman whose weight 
does not exceed 100 pounds and a man whose 
right leg is paralyzed were all but dragged 
to the County Jail. The woman appeared 
ii and weak, while the man was forced to 
hobble along on a crutch. Their uneven gait 
caused the steel handcuffs to cut deep in their 
wrists. 

The man was Frank Breede and the woman 
was Mrs. Josie Breede, his wife. They were 
brought from Lemon, III., where they had 
been held to the Criminal Court on a charge 
of cruelty to a child. Their hearing on the 
charges against them had taken place before 


brought to Chicago by Constable George H. 
New and an assistant. The justice defended 
the action of the constable in dragging a 
cripple and a woman through the streets 
handcuffed together, declaring the “ officer 
was protecting them from a mob,“ which he 
said threatened them at Lemont. The con- 
stable handcuffed them because, as he said, 
the law allowed it.“ : 


Religious Differences Involved. 
According to the story of Mrs. Breede, who 
appears inoffensive and timid, religious dif- 
ferences are responsible for the troubles of 
herself and husband. She is a Catholic and 
he a Protestant. They were married in Chi- 
cago and three years ago moved to Lemont, 
where they. bought a little home. Nearly 
all their neighbors were Poles and belonged 
to the Catholic Church. Mrs. Breede did 
not attend a Lemont church, and to this, 
she says, her neighbors objected. 

Their first trouble came last winter. The 
husband while working in Oak Park was 
thrown from a wagon and his hip was dis- 
located. He was taken home and has been 
unable to walk without a crutch since that 
time. Recently his right leg has become 
paralyzed. Then the wife bought an in- 
cubator and began raising chickens and 
took in sewing to support the family. 


Adopted Son Disciplined. 

Seven years ago the couple adopted a boy 
then 2 years old. Recently he acquired the 
habit of running away from home. He took 
one of these little jaunts last Sunday. When 
he returned Mrs. Breede whipped him witha 
small stick from a peach tree. 

The next day she was arrested on a charge 
made by one of her neighbors. A warrant 
was also served on her husband. The two 
were taken before Justice Buszatewicz. Mrs. 
Breede and her husband declare the trial 
lasted not to exceed fifteen minutes and that 
the court bound them over without hearing 
their witnesses,

his crutch and ordered him to stand by the 
side of his wife. The woman protested and 
said they would not run away, but the con- 


stable said the frons must go on; because of

The way these men have dodged the ax 
has illustrated the eccentricities of a gen- 
eral reduction of 20 per cent and a hori- 
zontal cut.“ It struck some capable men 
among the city employés, but the “ fifth 
Wheelers found a niche to creep in and it 
never touched them.

GRAVATING ILLNESS. 


One Testifies Before Master in Chancery 
That Flaming Advertisement Causes 
Her to Think Possibly She Needs 
Medicine—Another Declares They 


Odors—Objections by Attorneys to 
This Evidence Futile. 


Billboards were on trial before Master in 
Chancery G. Fred Rush yesterday after- 
noon. and a number of South Side women 
gave testimony as to personal injuries they 
suffered because of the presence of bil- 
boards on the Seuth Side boulevards. Mrs. 
Herman J. Hall said they had a bad effect 
on her health. Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles com- 
plained that she was deprived of what she 
paid taxes for, the enjoyment of the parks 
and boulevards. Miss Sarah E. Wiley, who 
owns property on Michigan avenue near 
which are some of the objectionable bill- 
boards, said they were as distasteful and 
disagreeable to the eye as the 5 
odor to the nose.

STRUGGLE IN DARK ROOM. 


Sidney Bristol of Racine, Wis., 
and Battle Creek, Mich., Is 
Mistaken for Burglar - 
and Slain. 


MAY HAVE WALKED IN SLEEP

who is spending the summer hers, awakened 
at 8 o’clock this morning to tind himeelf in 
the grasp of a man He struggted, freed 
himself, and, snatching a revolver from a 
bureau, fired four shots at his assailant. 
On lighting his lamp he found he had shot 
his friend and classmate, Sidney Bristol of 
Battle Creek, Mich., who came here yes- 
terday as a canvasser, and was invited by 
‘Cressy to stay over the night. 

Bristol was: killed almost / instantly. He 
lived only long enough to gasp: “ You have 
shot your friend.“ 7 

It is believed that Bristol while in a night- 
mare took hold of Cressy. 


Cressy’s Version of Shooting. 

Cressy said this morning he thought he was 
attacked by a burglar and fired as soon as he 
was free. He refused to talk much of the 
affair, but his lawyer, C. C. Fitte, said that 
the young man woke to find his left arm in 
the grasp of the man, who, at the same time, 
seemed to be endeavoring to secure the 
other. Cressy struggled to get away and 
managed to reach his revolver, which lay 
on the bureau by the side of the bed. The 
first shot went upward into the ceiling. and 
then the two men fell on the floor. They 
struggled back and forth over a space of 
several feet until Cressy succeeded in getting 
his right arm free, when the three other 
shots were fired. 

After the last shot Bristol exclaimed: “TI 
am shot; you have killed your friend.” 


Cressy said immediately: “Is that you, 
, S147” realizing for thé first time that his 


friend was wounded. 


Cressy managed to get his friend on the 
bed and then called his grandmother, Mrs. 
Starr, with whom he is spending his vaca- 
tion, and the housekeeper. When Mrs. Starr 
reached the room Bristol was unconscious 
and died within half an hour. 

Neighbor Hears the Shots. 

So far as known, the only person outside 
the house who heard the shots was J. Har 
Mason, who lives opposite He said this 
morning he was awakened by what prob- 
ably was the first shot, and immediately 
after heard screams and some one exclaim, 
„ am gone,” and after that three more 


\ shots followed and then came shouts for 


help. 
The Starr family is well known here, be- 


ing both wealthy and prominent. Mr. Starr 
died some years ago and his widow with 
her servants has occupied the large house 
on Western avenue ever since. Cressy for 
some hours after the affair seemed to have 
himself well under control, but later ap- 
peared to be breaking down. State’s At- 
torney Weston of Bellows Falls will inves- 
tigate the mysterious affair. 

M. 8. Cressy and 8. F. Bristol were grad- 
uated with the class of 1900 at Yale and 
entered Harvard Law School last year. 
Cressy’s home is in Hartford, Conn. He 
lived at 74 Oxford street, Cambridge, last 
year. Bristol's home is at Battle Creek, 
Mich. He lived at 66 Wendell street, Cam- 


bridge. 
: Bristol Reared at Racine. 

Battle Creek, Mich., July 19.—Sidney Gray 
Bristol was born in Racine, Wis., in 1876. 
After his graduation from the high school in 
Racine Bristol went to Andover Academy, 
and from there to Williams College. At the 
opening of the Spanish-American war he 
enlisted in a regiment of New York volun- 
teers and was stationed at Tampa and 
Fernandina, Fla. At the close of the war he 
entered Yale and graduated there in June, 
1900, taking the degree of bachelor of arts. 
Last fall he entered the law school at Har- 
yard. Young Bristol had been ill most of the 
winter and had undergone several operations. 


CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER.

According te the story of the steward the 
accident happened between 8 and 8:30 in 
the afternoon. The sky was squally, and 
the steward says he heard Mr. Colburn say 
to Captain Flint that it would be well to 
take in some of the light sails, but that the 
Captain replied the boat would stand all 
the wind that wag coming. It then had on all 
of its light sails, including Abs, staysail, and 
opsall. 

Steward Stanbridge says he was in the 
galley preparing supper when he heard an 
unusual fluttering of the jibs and felt the 
boat heel over. He rushed on deck and was 
midship when the craft capsized. When he 
found himself in the water he attempted to 
grasp one of the sails which lay in the water, 
but found it was sinking, and he then swam 
for the yawl’s tender, which was bottom up. 


he was supporting himself at one end 


of the boat Mrs. Sprankle, who is an expert 
swimmer, caught hold of the other end, and 
they balanced themselves thus until the 
tug Gertrude appeared and the attention of 
those on board was attracted by shouts, 
When picked up both were thoroughly ex- 
hausted, but they partly recovered today. 

The steward saw nothing of the others of 
the party after the disaster, and believes 
some were carried under by the sails and 
rigging and that others were drowned in 
the cabin. 

The yacht Venitzia was built in 1880 in 
Mystic, Conn., and was elaborately finished 
and furnished. It is fifty feet long, with a 
net tonnage dt thirty-one.

Austin, Tex., July 19.—[ Special. ]—Thomas 
Walsh, an oll operator in the Beaumont 
fields, was here today. He says he was at 
Sabine, a few miles south of Beaumont, yes- 
terday, and was driven from the place bya 
plague of mosquitoes.

Power fired three shots from his revolver 
to call assistance, and Officer Jackson came 
on the run, Power, who was in the dark 
with his struggling prisoner, thought it was 
another accomplice, and held him off at the 
point of his revolver until he made himself 
known. 

The prisoner redoubled his exertions, and 
Chief Stone and Inspector O'Day came up 
from the bushes, Hut not until they made 
themselves known were they allowed to ap- 
proach Power and his desperate prisoner. 
The prisoner was taken to the station.

EXCITING SPORT ON AN OFF DAY.

Although an 4 oft day as regards features 
there was a big crowd at Washington Park 
yesterday afternoon, and it was rewarded 
by two particularly fine finishes and a piec 
Of betting-ring finesse that would be ha 
to duplicate. 

The earlier events of the day did not bring 
out anything extraordinary. Theory got a 
running start, and won the opening event, 
after Hildreth had backed her heavily. Toah 
had little difficulty in landing the second 
raee, although the distance was a mile, fur- 
ther than he has been in the habit of going. 
Jaubert got away running in the third race, 
and never left the result in doubt. 

Then came teal sport. George Arnold and 
Headwater, two of the best sprinters at thé 
track, were among the startérs in the fourth 
race, at seven pad half Federal, 
consistent horse of less speed quality;

FALL FROM PROSPERITY 
DRIVES MAN-TO SUICIDE. 


Adolf Wilke, Formerly a ee 


Musician, Dies in the Cellar of His 


Home at 4432 Wentworth Avenue. 


The transition from prosperous musician to 
ragpicker and then to vagrant was beyond 
the endurance of Adolf Wilke and he com- 
mitted suicide. Thursday night, after being 
forced to sleep on the doorstep he went into 
the basement of the house at 4482 Wentworth 
avenue and swallowed paris green. 

On the floor above were his wife and 10- 
year-old daughter. While the father lay in 
the basement writhing with pain the child 
visited the cellar. The father merely asked 
for a glass of water. When Mrs. Wilke 
learned he was there she went to the base- 
ment, but found him dead. 

Wilke and his wife came to America from 
Germany twelve years ago. In Germany 
Wilke was a cello player, but he had little 
success in America, and his wife says he 
spent for drink his scanty earnings as a rag- 
picker. Then she says he threatened her 
with violence, and on Thursday night she 
locked him out of the house 

A longing to return to his life as a sailor, 
which he was prevented from doing by ill- 
health, is said to have led to the suicide of 
Martin Anderson, 142 Canalport avenue. A 
letter received by his daughter, Lena Ander- 
son, a few hours before his body was récov- 
ered in the Chicago River at Taylor street, 
told of his intention to drown himself at that 
point. 

After telling several women friends a 
of her poor success in life, Miss Lulu Kellan, 
19 years old, took a bottle at laudanum in her 
room at the Triangle Hotel, Milwaukee ave- 
nue and Peoria street, and drank the drug. 
At the County Hospital she was revived and 
probably will recover.

tion of a hundred thousand. Messrs. Mac- 
millan, whe publish the book in England, are 
more conservative; Their first edition will 
be half of that Rumber. To be sure, Kipling 
has a larger sale in this country than he has 
at home, but even were it otherwise Ldoubt 
if an English piblisher would screw his cour- 
age up to the point of printing such am edi- 
tion of a six shilling book. The illustrations 
of “Kim” the book, will be the same as of 
“Kim” the serial. They are done by the 


author's father. At the same time Messrs. 
Macmillan will publish a portfolio of illustra-" 


tions of Kipling’s stories by William Strang, 
whose etched portrait of the author is the 
one that most people like best. Mr. Kipling’s 
favorite is the one by Collier. I do not care 
for it. The expression is too sweet. The 
least like him of all his portraits, how- 
ever, ip the one by the Marchioness of Gran- 
by. The peculiarity of Kipling’s face is its 
ruggedness. Lady Granby has given none, 
of this, but makes him merely a pretty man 
with a well-curled mustache.

Savage Slating of Mrs. Humphry Ward 
in the Candid Friend—Other Papers and 
Some Books.

ONDON, July .6—The Candid Friend, 
Mr. Frank Harris’ new weekly, after 


having accomplished the ‘difficult feat | 


of surviving ite first number, has be- 

come, week by week, more entertain- 
ing and impertinent. It most certainly will 
never be called a ‘* high-toned paper,“ and 
people will not look to it for fair and intelli- 
gent ‘criticism. But its photographs of 
actresses, and its paragraphs of personal 
candor, will probably meet the views of a 
large clase of readers. 

Last week the Candid Friend contained 
an attack on Mrs. Humphry Ward which 
Was an amusing piece of writing as has been 
printed for many a day. Of course it was 
worthless as criticism, and likewise it was 
not the sort of article the authorship of which 
a gentleman would be proud to claim. But 
no one could read it without more or less of 
wicked delight. No writer has ever main- 
tained such an unbroken level of dullness,“ 
said the Candid Friend, and on that thistle 
her admirers can forever browse. Speak- 
ing of the characters in Mrs. Ward's novels 
the writer remarks: ‘“ After 2,500 pages of 
their wooden antics, the resinous emotions, 
and their platitudinous creaking, I could go 
and roll on the Sahara.” And then, after 
enumerating the intolerable virtues of one of 
Mra. Ward's heroines, the Candid Friend 
cries: O, take her away and wring her 
willowy neck!“ We are also informed that 
physically Mrs. Ward “ie the one perf 
type of the Aztec living.” 7 

Now this style of criticism is undoubted- 
ly the sort of thing that we should all pre- 
fer that some other man should write, but, 
nevertheless, we can all read it and chuckle. 
I except the comment on Mrs. Ward's 
physical attractions, for that is simply un- 
pardonable. But how many of us will fail 
to sympathize with the Candid Friend’s 
wish to take Mrs. Ward’s heroines and 
wri their necks? If the Candid Friend 
proposes to treat other popular authors with 
the candor with which it has treated Mrs. 
Ward it will not lack readerd. In fact, they 
will doubtless increase inversely as their 
respect for the paper. For there is no 
stronger passion in the breasts of the multi- 
aia 1 the love of seeing other people 


Mr. Herbert Vivian’s Rambler has ap- 


peared, and is almost as much unsuited to the 
age in which we live as would have been Dr. 
Johnson himself. It is readable, and it will 
probably be read for some time by people 
who are faddish in their tastes, but even the 
editor has mo idea that the new Rambler 
will ever become popular, for if he had cher- 
ished any such hope he would have been 
willing to place it on the news stands and to 
permit single numbers to be sold. It is dis- 
tinctly a “ precious production, but it is by 
no means devoid of wit of a certain sort, and 
though there does not seem to be any suffi- 
ciently good reason for the revival of Dr. 
Johnson's Rambler, we may feel satisfied the 
new Rambler will not bring discredit upon 
the old. 

Also we have a new Tatler, conducted by 
Mr. Clement Shorter of the Sphere. It is an 
illustrated paper, resembling to some extent 
the Sketch. hat is to say, it devotes much 
of its space to men and women connected 
with the stage. I have often wondered why 
it is that so many persons take such a strong 
interest in actors and actresses. Why should 
the photograph of a woman who plays some 
insignificant part in a theater or music hall 
interest people who would not care a straw 
for her photograph were she simply a well- 
conducted daughter or wife who had never 
trod the boards? Naturally photographs of 
persons so well known as Sir Henry Irving or 
Miss Terry are of interest, but why should 
any one wish to gaze on the photograph of 
Miss Poppie Montmorency, who plays the 
part of a page in some worthless melodrama. 
However, there can be no doubt that por- 
traits of actresses and actors are sought 
after by the general public, and as such por- 
traits are considered to be out of place in a 
dignified illustrated weekly, the News and 
the Sphere provide themselves with tenders 
in the shape of other illustrated papers, in 
which the actress and the actor can pose for 
the benefit of the public. 


Punch, which began last year the publica- 
tion of short stories, has apparently found 
that those who buy the paper do not care 
for stories. At any rate it has latterly dis- 
continued them, and whether the short story 
will ever again appear in Punch is at pres- 
ent unknown. Punch has always depended 
for its popularity on its pictures, and the boid. 
attempt to induce people to regard Punch 
as a paper to be read instead of merely loaked 
at was well meant, even if it has not been a. 
success. There are, it is true, always good 
things among the reading matter in Punch, 
especially when they are written by Mr. 
Anstey, but as a rule the father of a family 
who picks up Punch merely looks at the pic- 
tures and then throws it down with the re- 
mark that there is nothing in it. If there 
were not something, and for that matter a 
good deal, in Punch it would never have lived 
the prosperous life that it has lived for more 
than half a century. 

Other humorous papers never succeed in 
seriously rivaling Punch. A little while ago 
Sir George Newnes bought Fun; a paper 
which has managed to live for many years, 
though one rarely sees it. Under Sir George 
Newnes Fun was greatly improved, but the 
fact that he has just sold it seems to show 
that he was not satisfied with the financial 
success of the paper. 2

Mr. Bolton King, the author ot a recent 
book on Italy, in which he praised the Social- 


ists and attacked Sig. Crispi, has just been 


defeated as a Radical candidate for Parlia- 


ment. Mr. King is undeniably a clever man, 


but, like most Socialists, he is too friendly to 
the Boers to suit the British elector. When 
he first wrote concerning the Italy of today 
I could not quite understand his apparent 
want of knowledge of the facts of Sig. Crispi's 
career, but as soon as I discovered that he 
was a Socialist the mystery was salved. 
Nature has so created the Socialist that he 
can no more remember what Sig. Crispi has 
done or has not done than a color-blind man 
can perceive the distinction between green 
and red. He will assert, as Mr. Bolton King 
has asserted, that Crispi was responsible for 
the Abyssinian adventure regardless of the 
fact that Crispi was one of the earliest op- 
ponents of the expedition to Massowah. We 
must assume the Socialist writes of 
Crispi in good faith. He is merely the victim 
of a 3 nature, which has made him in- 
capable of learning or remembering the truth 
about Crispi. 


Mr. John Davidson is undoubtedly a t, 
for did he not write, among other 8 
“Ballad of a Nun? But like some other 
poets, he is apparently incapable of know- 
ing when he is writing poetry and when he 
is writing dull and bad philosophy. His new 
volume, The t of a Vivisector,” 
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aims to set forth the mind of a man who 
habitually inflicts pain. We may admit that 
Mr. Davidson is successful in this attempt, 
and also that his Testament contains 
some fine lines that no one could mistake 
for anything but poetry. But taken as a 
whole, the volume is no more poetry than was 
Browning's ‘* Sludge, the Medium. It is im- 

ble to define what poetry 4s, but there is 
ittle difficulty in defining what poetry is not, 
and most assuredly it is not tedious analy- 
sis ‘of unattractive minds. Mr. Davidson re- 


pembles Browning in that he often selects 


ubjects which are unfit for poetical treat- 
nt, and is often extremely tedious. But 
nevertheless we can never forget some of 
the @ileet street idyls, or that wonderful 
Ballad of a Nun.“ Nobody but he could 
have written them, and no matter how many 
Testaments he may write, he cannot less- 
en the merit of the good things that he has 
done.

Mrs. Cotes, who is better known as Sorah 
Jeanette Duncan, writes her new book On 
the Other Side of the Latch,’’ from a garden 
chair in Simla. She made a reckless venture 
when she exchanged the snows of Canada for 
the heat and damp of Calcutta. Evidently 
the climate of Calcutta has proved more 
than a match for her strength, and she has 
been for some time an invalid. However, the 
public is rather the gainer by this, for her 
meditations in a garden, which she has given 
us under the odd title that she has chosen, 
are thoroughly delightful. Readers of Mrs. 
Cote's previous books know that she is a con- 
clusive proof of the falsity of the common 
saying that woman has no sense of humor. 
There is delightful humor in her garden 
book, and it is bright and cheerful from the 


first page to the last. 


There have been a number of garden 
books of late. Indeed, the subject seems to 
have been as attractive to authors as has 
been that of love letters. Unfortunately 
few persons can write of gardening with- 


out tiring the reader with the fate of ut- 


terly uninteresting fowers. Why should the 


‘public care to hear that an author has tried 


to cultivate roses, but that the cat has de- 
stroyed them? Or what interest is there in 
the publication of the fact that it is a mis- 
take to dig up seeds in order to see if they 
have sprouted? It seems to me as if/the 
last word concerning amateur gardening was 
written centuries ago, and that there is not 
the least necessity for writing anything 
more on the subject. Mrs, Cotes spares us 
any minute descriptions of her flowers and 
vegetables, and for that reason, if for no 
other, her garden book is far and away bet- 
ter than any of the other recent garden 
books. 


Professor Lanciani is perhaps the one 
writer on modern Rome who is to be trusted. 
He does not permit his facts to be colored by 
his political and religious prejudices. I can- 


not quite agree with some of his theories 


as to ancient Rome, but whenever he deals 
with facts he is absolutely trustworthy. His 
new book, The Destruction of Ancient 
Rome, is interesting and valuable to the 
archeologist, and it also furnishes a weapon 
for those who wish to defend the present 
Italian government from the wholly false 
charge of having destroyed the monuments 
of ancient and medieval Rome. Professor 
Lanclani shows that the great destroyers of 
Rome were the government and men who 
were in power in Rome centuries ago. I 
have often been amused to hear ardent par- 
tisans of the Papal rule assert that the 
Itallaan government has had the shame- 
lessness to pull down some valueless and 
uninteresting bit of masonry that interfered 
with the modern life of the capital. In point 
of fact the Popes were the worst destroyers 
of ancient Rome that have even existed. 
But there is nothing like political and relig- 
ous prejudice to blind the eyes of honest 
people.

Fiction of the Georgian Period. 
“Mills of God.” By Elinor McCartne 
Lane. D. Appleton & Co. 

** Mills of God,“ by Elinor McCartney Lane, 
is a book concerning which no adverse criti- 
cism is to be made save in regard to the 
title. One desires to inquire Why Mils 
should have been deprived of its article, and 
to know furthermore what justification there 
is for the prejudice against the use of 
articles which has recently attacked pub- 
lishers and printers. “‘The mills of the 
gods are well-known and properly dreaded 
by a public which knows its classics, and 
the “mills of God” have been respected 
upon Poet Longfellow’s recommendation, 
but Mills of God,“ docked as to articles 
monotheistic and inexact, arouses only irri- 
tation. 

But to pass from this unsatisfactory title 
to the book itself, it may be said at the out- 
set that it is a romance of extraordinary 
charm and carries its absorbing story along 
with triumphant decision. It is a tale of 
Virginia at the first years of the nineteenth 
century, and may or may not have its base 
in real history. Many well-known person- 
ages figure in it, the Prince of Wales, later 
George IV., Goethe, Moore, Sheridan, Pitt, 
Beau Brummel, President Monroe, Napo- 
leon, Queen Caroline, and others. The hero- 


ine, mor Lady Grafton, the illegitimate 


daughter of the Prince of Wales, son of 
George III., is a character as courageous 
as Mrs. Burnett's Lady of Quality,” and, 
indeed, the story has points of resemblance 
with this one great difference, that retribu- 
tive justice overtakes the beautiful and gen- 
erous Lady Elinor, whereas the determina- 
tion and bravado of Mrs. Burnett’s hero 
carry her triumphant over sorrow and sin. 
The ideals of the book afe high and, 
though the philosophy may bé somewhat 
pessimistic, yet the romance is too gallant 
to leave the mind of the reader in a de- 
pressed condition. Moreover, the fidelity and 
simplicity of one character, that of Robin 
Killduff, attaché to Sir William Grafton and 
the relater of the story, infuses much sweet- 
ness into pages which otherwise might be 
grim with arrogance and crime and tears. 


Good Posthumous Novel. 
“The Road to Ridgeby's.“ By Frank 
Burlingame Harris. Small, Maynard & 


Co. 

It has been a year of posthumous books, and 
not the least interesting of these is The 
Road to Ridgeby's,“ by Frank Burlingame 
Harris, a Western newspaper man, who 
died in his year. Much of it was writ- 
ten while t fight for life was desperate, 
but, notwithstanding that, there is not a 
bitter or despairing word in the book. It 
is a rural romance, full of action and humor, 
optimism and sentiment. To procure the 
material for this story the author spent a 
summer tramping about Iowa roads, and 
it may have been while looking down the 
long stretch of one of these that the really 
charming idea of the story came to him. 
It is that of a boy who from his earliest 
recollection had looked at the long road 
winding away from his father’s house with 
eyes of imagination and longing, and when 
circumstances left him bereft of all he loved 
he started out to follow the road. The story 
is concerning those whom he found “ over 
the hil,” and into it are woven many fan- 
tastic and contemptible, kindly and curious 
characters, such as the farm life with its 
severe demands and isolation can create. 
The book is sympathetic with touches of 
true pathos and genuine humor, and there 
ig no improbable circumstance in it, unless, 
indeed, it be that all ends happily for all 
the deserving characters. 

The novel was edited by Mr. Forrest Cris- 
sey, to whose charge Mr. Harris confided 
it, and this has led to a misconception on 
the part of several periodicals, which have 
published the statement that the work is 
a posthumous publication of Mr. Crissey. 
That gentleman has many reasons for wish- 
ing to be considered alive, and desires cir- 
culation givem to this correction.

The whole country is pla- 
carded about new books. And the posters 
are made as artistic and attractive as pos- 
sible. The Saturday literary supplement of 
the daily papers is used for advertising pur- 
poses, although some of us think that bet- 
ter advantages are got by advertising in 
the ordinary parts of the newspaper than in 
special literary supplements. But you never 
spend £1,000 for the publishing of a book 
until you see that that book has already 
caught on the public taste. 

The department stores now form the great 

distributing centers. These stores buy up 

large quantities of one book at once, They 
arrange it in piles so that every one who 
enters the door must see it, and one place 
alone will perhaps get rid of a thousand copies 
in a short time. The net result of it all is 
that the circle of readers of books has been 
multiplied five-fold. People who never read

On the day of the publication 
of Mr. Winston Churchill's new novel, The 
Crisis,’ there must have been a pile of at — 
least 500 copies in Wanamaker’s big store in 
New York.

The novel of the sec- 
ond-class writer, however considerable thé 
merit, has little or no chance. Although the 
American publisher has, of course, made @ 
fortune out of his great successes he sees 
many difficulties looming ahead. Competi-+- 
tion between the publishers is forcing up 
the authors’ royalties from the old-fashion

“I do not suggest that all the books which 
have reached these tremendous figures were 
unworthy of. their. sale.

DROUGHT HURTS ALL CROPS. 


Central Western States Report Heavy 
Damage, but Recent Rains May 
Save Late Corn. , 


Lincoln, Neb., July 19.—[Special.]—The 

Nebraska corn crop has been damaged al- 
ready 25 or 30 per cent because of drought 
and hot winds. Three days more of drought 
will reduce the yield to half a crop, and ten 
days more without rain means its practical 
ruination, except in isolated cases. This is 
the consensus of the opinion of conservative 
grain men tonight. 
. Showers on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday evenings, principally north of the 
Platte, have kept the plant alive, but the rain 
as a rule was light and the benefit tem- 
porary. The southeastern section of the 
State, where the big crops are raised, got no 
rain at all. In the river counties conditions 
are better, and in Hall, Hamilton, York, 
Seward, Dodge, Washington, and Burt, 
where rain fell the present week, the pros- 
pects are even bright. 


Central Illinois Outlook Bad. 

Springfield, III., July 19.— [Special. 1 
The condition of the growing grain crop in 
central Illinois is not improved over that of 
a week ago. Light rains have fallen in the 
last few days, but these local showers have 
not been of sufficient volume to materially 
benefit the crop. The corn already is “ fir- 
ing.“ and unless good, soaking rains come 
quickly, the yield will be reduced fully one- 
half from what was expected two weeks ago. 


Little Damage in Iowa. 

Des Moines, Ia., July 19.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports from all parts of Iowa indicate that 
the corn crop has been little damaged by 
the long drought. In the southeastern part, 
where the drought had been most severe and 
the damage greatest, the showers of the last 
two days have been coplous and have bene- 
fited the corn immensely. It is estimated by 
the weather service that a full crop of corn 
may yet be harvested. 

South Dakota Wheat Hurt. 

Pierre, 8. D., July 19.—[{Special.}—The 
amount of damage to the South Dakota 
wheat crop by drought is placed at from 10 
per cent to 35 in the Missouri Valley. Prob- 
ably 25 per cent would be a conservative 
estimate of the damage In the heaviest wheat 
raising section. The grain is being harvested 
as fast as possible with a shortage of help, 
and there can be no further damage from 
dry weather. 


Rains May Save Late Corn. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 19.—[Special. Dur- 
ing the last two days good rains have fallen 
in this city and in the western part of Mis- 
souri and eastern Kansas. Although late, 
they have done much good and the crop 
prospects are much brighter than they were. 
The rains came too late, however, to save 
early corn, and that crop will be a failure. 
Late corn will make a fairly good crop if 
the rains continue. The chief benefit is to 
the pasturage and fodder. 

Need Water in Missouri. 

Nevada, Mo., July 19.—[Special.]—Rain fell 
in the northern part of Vernon County last 
night and will help the late corn and the 
meadows. In some parts of the county rain 
has not fallen for forty days. Stock water 
is scarce, and carload after carload of stock 
has been shipped and placed in the market,

DROUGHT IN CORN BELT CAUSES 
‘ROADS TROUBLE, 


Water Famine Makes It Necessary 


Lines Operating in West and South~- | 
west to Haul Supply Hundreds of 
Miles in Tank Cars—Conditions In« 
terfering Seriously with Movement 
ef Crops—Chicago Terminal Trans- 
ter Makes Good Showing. 


„The severe drought in the West and South 
west is causing the Alton, Santa Fé, Bur. 
lington, and numerous other roads operat. 
ing in the corn belt considerable imeon. 
venience and expense through the drying up 
of wells and cisterns. 

In some parts of Nebraska, Missouri, and 
Texas a water famine exists, and the sup- 
ply has to be transported in tank cars over 
distances varying from a few to several 
hundred miles. These conditions are inter- 
fering with the movement of crops, for in- 
stances are reported of fires having to be 
drawn in locomotives and of freight trains 
tied up at obscure points until a supply of 
water could be secured. Even passenger 
trains have been delayed, but on most of 
the fast trains, where supply tanks and Wein 
along the line have gone dry, water cars 
have been hauled as part of the train in or 
der to assure a supply for the journey. 

A prominent railway official said yester+ 
day that the situation was serious and wae 
taxing the resources of the different roads 
in furnishing a water supply to an extent 
never before known. Every tank car availa- 
ble has been put into service and fat and 
box cars have been loaded with 
and barrels of water and started to points 
where the supply has given out.

A LEGISLATIVE MYSTERY,

The exit of the horse from the toil of 
the city will be a blessing for the moral 
sense of the community; Not only are the 
aggregate daily cruelties he suffers beyond 
comparison with those of a mere bull fight, 
but the perpetual spectacle of toilsome servi- 
tude which is presented by the use of the 
horse cannot be regarded as an ennobling 
one. 

The petted driving or riding horse, en- 
joying his adventtres, always displaying re- 
served strength and exemplifying the idea 
of pleasurable action, is a happy sight. 
The work horse, however, harnessed to his 
unnatural drudgery, is not such a sight. 

The displacement of the conscious beast 
of burden by the unfeeling motor may come 
through the automobile moving over brgad 
pavements or through systematized col: 
lections and deliveries by cars moving on 
raile—the rest of the street perhaps being 
in many cases grassed over—or by both 
these agencies mutually supplementing each 
other. In any event, however, the city’ 
streets will in due time cease to be one vast 
stable whose litter permeates every house- 
hold, the humane society will find its oc- 
cupation gone, and at least one great sub- 
ject of moral compunction will have been 
disposed of. 


THE CHINESE EXCLUSION LAW. 

Often during the last ten years stories 
have been printed to the effect that large 
numbers of Chinamen were slipping into the 
United States in defiance of the exclusion 
laws. It has been asserted that they were 
smuggled in on the Mexican and the Oana- 
dian frontiers despite the vigilance of the 
government ._ inspectors. Occasionally 
Ohinamen have been arrested while trying 
to “run the blockade,” and it has been as- 
sumed that for every one who was caught 
several got through, 


the number of Chinese then in the country, 
do not sustain this assumption. There were 
107,475 Chinese in the United States in 
1890, and there were approximately only 
89,800 in 1900. It is possible that there 
were some in each year who were not 
counted, but these omissions would not 
change the fact of a considerable decrease 
in the Obinese population in ten years, due 
in part to death and in part to a return to 
China. It is evident that the government

The dread of a “yellow invasion” has 
been most strongly felt in California. But 
for the violent protests of the people of that 
State, who suffered the most from the im- 
migration of the Chinese, they would not 
have been barred out. In 1890 67 per cent 
of the Ohinesgin the United States were in 
California. st year only a fraction over 
50 per cent lived there. The Chinese popu- 
lation of the State has dropped from 72,472 
to 45,753. 

The Chinese exclusion law will expire in 
a few years. If it is not renewed there will 
be a rapid increase in the number of Celes- 
tials in the west coast States, and the bitter 
complaints once heard from there will be 
heard again. Congress is not ignorant of 
this, and will undoubtedly protect Cali- 
fornia against Chinese immigration, The 
exclusion law should be reénacted. | 


TOLSTOI’S DEFIANCE. 
he current number of the New York 
Independent contains the full text of the | 
reply of Oount Tolstoi to the synod which | 
recently excommunicated him. It is im- 
possible to read it without having a higher 
idea of the imherent nobility and honesty 
of the man.

He has no purpose 
to build up a sect. He only announces his 
religious beliefs and lets the world pass 
upen them. He frankly admits that he has 
not a hundred disciples in all Russia. He 
is not looking for them. He is only laying 
down a religious course of life for himself, 
with the hope that some time its importance 
may be recognized, and that it may help to 
work reforms. ‘ 

The most important part of Count Tol- 
stoi’s reply is the definition of his beliefs. 
He believes in God as spirit, as love, and 
as the source of everything,” and that the 
will of God has been expressed most clearly 
in the teachings ot the man Christ.” He 
believes that human happiness lies in the 
fulfillment of God's will, which consists in 
men loving one another and which results 
in increasing love within themselves, and.

There are few Christians who will not 
give assent to such a creed as this, except- 
ing his denial of the divinity of Christ. At 
least they will find little to which they can 
object, though they might find it difficnit 
to practice the creed with the honesty of 
Count Tolstoi, who carries out the teachings 
of Ohrist with literal exactness. While ad- 
miring his honesty, his courage in defying 
the Russian Church, and his uprightness of 
life, it is still doubtful whether such a creed 
is adaptable except in individual cases in 
the present conditions of the world. What 
it may be in the future no man can tell, but 
excommunication is of ljttle consequence to 
a man who has the courage to live up to 
such a creed.

| Contrary to general belief, the English 
government has never until now granted any 
war medals to war correspondents, and, al- 
though the late Archibald Forbes on several 
oceasians rendered some valuable services 
to the British authorities during the south 
African war of twenty years ago, by carrying 
dispatches through enemy infested districts 
and by taking part in the fighting, yet the 
fact of his being a newspaper correspondent 
was held to debar him from any recognition 
in the shape of a medal. True, there are 
plenty of English war correspondents who 
sport medals, and even orders on the lecture 
platform and at full dress functions. But 
none of these has been conferred by the 
English government, the nearest approach 
to an English medal being the Egyptian 
Khartum medal which the Khedive, at the 
suggestion. of Lord Kitchener, conferred 
upon all the newspaper correspondents who 
had taken part in the Soudan campaign that 
ended with the bloody battle of Omdurman, 
I mention this because at the present mo- 
ment an immense amount of pressure is 
being brought upon the English government 
to confer the African war medal upon the 
newspaper correspondents who have fol- 
lowed the operations there. It is argued 
that the medal has been given to so many 
civillans who have faced no such dangers 
and undergone no such hardships as the 
war correspondents that it would be singu- 
larly unfair to exclude the latter from the 
receipt of a medal which is being distribut-
